District 6 students to be 
accommodated in District 3 


A persuasive presentation 
by Trustee Don Munro on 
Wednesday night enabled 
hjm to wrest approval of his 
fellow trustees on four out of 
five recommendations from 
the Education Committee. 
The recommendations were 
brought forward at the 
regular Wednesday night 
meeting of the District 6 
Protestant School Board at 
the board office on Sir 
Winston Churchill Drive. 

The complex question of 
student accommodation dur- 
ing the 1977-78 school year 
was the first area touched 


upon by the committee’s 
recommendation. The prob- 
lem arises from the delay in 
the construction of the West 
Grandin School, due to a 
dispute between the board 
and the City of St. Albert 
over the city’s imposition of a 
development agreement on 
the board. Because the 
school may not be available, 
alternate accommodation in 
other school districts must be 
found, 

Two accommodation alter- 
natives were scrutinized by 
the Education Committee. 
The Catholic School District

Roger Lemieux of St.

Council criticizes report on 


amalgamating municipalities 


A provincial government 
report dealing with the 
highly controversial subject 
of amalgamating municipal- 
ities within the region of the 
City of Edmonton under a 
metropolitan unitary govern- 
ment was subjected to harsh 
criticism and scrutiny by city 
councillors at a council 
meeting Monday evening. 

The report, prepared by 
the Department of Municipal 
Affairs and the Department 
of Education, entitled ‘‘The 
Hamlet of Sherwood Park: A 
Review of Alternative Forms 
of Government,’’ purports to 
deal only with Sherwood 
Park but in fact suggests 
numerous alternatives to 
local government such as in 
St. Albert. The report was 
initiated about a year ago 
when ratepayers in the 
county of Strathcona reques- 
ted by petition to the provin- 
cial government, a review of 
their school system. 

Among those bodies which 
received the completed re- 
port were the city councils of 
Edmonton, St. Albert and 
Sherwood Park, as well as 
the Edmonton Regional PI- 
anning Commission. 

Mayor Plain, believing 
that the report relied on 
assertions put forward ina 
document regarding amal- 
gamation about three years 
ago by the former mayor of 
Edmonton, stated that coun- 


cil should draft its own 
‘comprehensive and com- 
pact’’ report dealing with 
both the positive and nega- 
tive aspects of the provincial 
government report, 

‘One can now see that St. 
Albert and other areas surr- 
ounding Edmonton had bett- 
er say their piece,"’ said 
Plain. ‘‘It is time we put it in 
written form to debunk the 
number of myths regarding 
our city’s position on amal- 
gamation.”’ 

Mayor Plain’s criticism of 
the report centred on what he 
called a poor identification of 
the benefits of local govern- 


ment, unqualified sources, 
and an impracticle approach 
to a project which would 


involve .major financial and 


administrative problems. 
The report recommends 
that all utilities and public 
transportation be under the 
administration of one central 
government, ie. the City of 
Edmonton. Local govern- 
ment would also make way 
for one governing body of the 
proposed city state resulting 
in the reduction of aldermen 
elected by a particular area 
and the consequent break- 
down of ‘‘close to the

Land owners will be 


hit by increase in taxes 


Owners of commercial, 
industrial and vacant resi- 
dential land in the City of St. 
Albert will face an increase 
in taxes this year due to an 80 
percent increase in the 
School Foundation requisi- 
tion from $132,279 in 1976; 
$238,641 in 1977. 

The increase in the School 
Foundation requisition is due 
to a rise in the City of St. 
Albert's equalized assess- 
ment which may in turn be 
accounted for due to a 
dramatic change in land 


values between 1974 and 
1975. The equalized land 
assessment for 1977 is based 
on commercial land sales in 
1975, 

As a result of this increase 
in the city’s equalized ass- 
essment, the live assessment 
will be less than the 
equalized for the first time in 
many years. The reason the 
live assessment will be less is 
because the assessment of 
land has not been keeping up 
with market values.

EQUIPMENT PURCHASES 
TO REMAIN A BUDGET 
CONSIDERATION 


The issue of the purchase 
of capital equipment was the 
only one of the committee's 
recommendations which was 
amended before approval. 
Mr. Munro explained in 
presenting the recommenda- 
tion that the committee felt 
some formula or procedure 
should be arrived at by the 
board for the purchase of 
capital equipment. At pre- 
sent, the individual school 
submits a request for specific 
items, the administration 
establishes the priority of the 
request, and makes a re- 
commendation to the board. 
The committee felt that 
although there is some fluc- 
tuation in the type, number 
and cost of these purchases

from year to year, that some 
formula could be established 
which could be indexed to 
the rate of inflation. Thus a 
percentage increase could be 
established by the board 
from year to year. 

Mr. Munro pointed out 
that some schools use equip- 
ment lists to record requests, 
but he remarked that the 
flexibility of the Department 
of Education in this regard 
could lead to the purchase of 
non-essential equipment. He 
therefore moved that ‘‘the 
board approve an allocation 
of $60,000 in the 1977 budget 
for educational capital 
equipment.”’ 

At this juncture, Mr. Mac- 
Farlane asked if the Finance 
Committee had been con- 
sulted, as the establishing of 
the $60,000 figure seemed to 
be in their province. Mr, 
Webber asked if the amount 
was to be subject to budget 
consideration, and also re- 
marked that the use of 
equipment lists was necess- 
ary so someone can oversee 
the purchase of capital 
equipment. He said he felt 
the board *‘would be abdi- 
cating its responsibility’’ if 
they didn’t do this. In answer 
to Mr. Webber's question 
regarding the stipulation of 
**budget consideration,’’ Mr. 
Munro said that the figure of 
$60,000 should stand, and 
that any adjustments should 
be made in the area of 
renovations. Mr. Webber 
remarked that renovations 
and capital equipment were 
the only areas left in the 
budget allowing any flexi- 
bility, and that the commit- 
tee recommendation would 
leave only renovations as an 
adjustable feature. Mr. We- 
bber therefore moved that 
the motion be amended to 
provide for budget con- 
siderations. Mr. Webber's 
amendment carried, as did 
Mr. Munro's motion. 

The motion as amended 
having been passed, Supt. 
Elmer Gish asked if the 
board would authorize the 
administration to spend up to 
50% of the allotted amount, 
so that programs in urgent 
need of certain capital 
equipment could proceed to 
purchase the items withour 
further delay. Chairman 
Webber so moved and the 
motion carried. 


REMEDIAL READING 
TEACHER ) 

Next in line for board 
approval was the appoint- 
ment of a remedial reading 
teacher at the junior high 
level. The request for the 
appointment arose after a 


diagnostic review of reading 
problems in junior high 
schools revealed that app- 
roximately 20 students would 
benefit significantly from 
short-term individual assis- 
tance, This kind of special 
remediation for secondary 
students is not available 
through grants from the 
Educational Opportunity 
Fund or the Learning Dis- 
ability Fund. The district has 
no such program at the junior 
high level that will remedy 
these problems. A specialist 
teacher is required who can 
implement individual pro- 
grams. 

In light of this information, 
Mr. Munro moved that the 
board approve the comm- 
ittee’s recommenda- 
tion “that the board 
authorize the superintendent 
to employ a teacher to 
provide remedial reading in- 
struction in junior high 
school for a period of up to 
three months during the 
current school term. ‘‘Trus- 
tee Murdo MacFarlane ex- 
pressed doubts as to the 
efficacy of such a program, 
but said he would not vote 
against it. Supt. Gish re- 
marked that a similar pro- 
gram had been used at the 
elementary level with succ- 
ess. The motion carried. 

The purchase of a school 
bus was the next item on Mr. 
Munro's list of the com- 
mittee’s recommendations. 
A study done by the 
superintendent revealed a 
number of advantages to 
such a purchase. Under the 
present contract busing, 
curricular and extra-curricu- 
lar field trips is restricted in 
time. The contracted com- 
pany, Briggs Ltd., can acc- 
ommodate these trips from 
9:30 a.m. until 2:30 p.m. 
only. If the district owned 
their own bus, this constraint 
would be removed, and 
maximum advantage could 
be extracted from the trips. 
Experience in other districts 
has shown that a school bus 
can be operated for app- 
roximately one-half the cost 
of using a contract bus, 
providing that existing staff 
do the driving. Administra- 
tors of the Catholic school 
district in St. Albert are 
satisfied with their two 
district-owned buses, which 
are providing economical and 
convenient service. In addi- 
tion, if they purchased the 
bus, District 6 would be 
reimbursed with respect to 
all operating costs, including 
the driver, arising from 
elementary Outdoor Educa- 
tion activities under the 
district's Educational Opp- 
ortunities Fund Outdoor Ed- 
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ucation Program. 
BUS TO BE PURCHASED 


Mr. Munro commented 
that the district’s Outdoor 
Education program was ‘‘se- 
cond to none,’’ and so moved 
approval of the committee’s 
recommendation “that the 
Board approve a special 
capital equipment allocation 
of $8,000 under the 1977 
budget for the purpose of 
purchasing one district sch- 
ool bus holding 66 passen- 
gers and having power 
steering which meets the 
mechanical requirements of 
the semi-annual inspection 
for school buses under 
section 6.5.6 of the regula- 
tions for the operation of 
school buses. The motion 
carried, 


MORE EMPHASIS 
COMING ON CURRENT 
EVENTS 


The last of the committee's 
recommendations concerned 
the teaching of current 
events in the district. The 
committee’s recommendat- 
ion reads as follows: **The 
board recognizes that know- 
ledge of contemporary affairs 
is an important aspect of the 
total education of children, 
and encourages teachers to 
include local, provincial, 
national and international 
current events as a relevant 
component of all subject 
areas at every grade level in 
a form that is adopted to the 
understanding and interests 
of the students.” 

Mr. Munro explained that 
the committee felt that 
current events should not be 
the sole responsibility of the 
Social Studies department, 
and that contemporary de- 
velopments in any field 
should be explored in what- 
ever class to which that field 
relates. He then moved 
approval of the committee's 
statement. The motion carr- 
ied.

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people’’ representation. 
‘We begin to see pro- 
blems apparent in the credi- 
bility of the analysis,’’ said 
Plain, pointing out topogra- 
phical and financial barriers 
to the recommendations re- 
garding the amalgamation of 
St. Albert's utilities and 
public transportation system 
with that of Edmonton. He 
also questioned how St. 
Albert could benefit from 
such a project, adding that 
amalgamation would merely 
destroy St. Albert's resi- 
dential planning system whi- 
ch the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission cur- 
rently has on file. 
Alderman Fyfe said she 
was surprised that a govern- 
ment report would dispense 
with competition and free 
enterprise between two gr- 
owing cities. 


Alerman Smith claimed 
that the report ignores a 
person's right to choose the 
style of community in which 
that person desires to live. 
She added that St. Albertans 
pay higher taxes for the 
benefits of living in an 
independent and smaller 
community. 

Alderman Breadner ex- 
pressed his astonishment 
that a government report 
would consider the Res- 
tricted Development Area 
between Edmonton and St. 
Albert ‘‘of no major signifi- 
cance.'’ He said he was 
dismayed that the province 
would overlook alternatives 
to the proposed metropolitan 
unitary form of government. 

City council decided to 
collect recommendations and 
criticisms of the report which 
will be presented in docu- 
ment form to the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs. 


taxes 
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In the City Manager's 
monthly report to council he 
states that ‘‘the last general 
assessment (in St. Albert) 
was made nine years ago and 
the assessment ratio (ratio of 
assessed value to market 
price) is way out of balance.”’ 

Because of the discrepancy 
between the live assessment 
and the equalized assess- 
ment of commercial, indust- 
rial and vacant residential 
land, the city will have to 
raise the mill rates on these 
properties to make up the 
$106,362 difference to be 
paid into the provincial 
School Foundation. 

Discussing the matter at a 
city council meeting Monday 
evening, Mayor Plain des- 
cribed the increase in taxes 
as a “rude awakening’ for 
small businesses and indus- 
trial components which must 
bear the brunt of it. He said 
that because the City of St. 
Albert is being taxed for 
educational purposes by the 
provincial government, any 
owner of land in the city for 
non-public purposes would 
be subject to the same type 
of tax issue. 

Alderman Smith called the 
taxation system ‘‘inequit- 
able’’ in that commercial 
land holdings, which the city 
desires most to stimulate, 
suffers most because of the 
system. She requested that a 
brief be prepared for the 
provincial government des- 
cribing the implications of 
the system, recommending 
that such taxation be carried 
out on a ‘regional systematic 
basis rather than a hap- 
hazard sales basis’’ which 
may not be representative of 
land use values. 

City Manager Robert By- 
ron stated that he hopes to do 
a general assessment of the 
municipality over the next 
three years, and to continue 
this practice over every three 
year period hence.

roximately 38,000 square 
feet, theatres and restaur- 
ants, with room for addi- 
tional space."* 

Plain stipulated that a 
major department store 
would not be built in the 
downtown core according to 
present plans, but would be 
located at the designated 
regional shopping centre site 
on Highway 2. 

The plans, said Mayor 
Plain, will mean rapid 
development in the down- 
town area, but which he 
hopes will not drastically 
effect the present businesses 
in that area. ‘‘We are looking 
for a strong new and old 
downtown core,’’ he said. 

Plain further explained 
that although a major food 
store in the downtown area 
will undoubtedly effect the 
amount of downtown traffic, 
‘transportation problems 
will not occur in the area 
according to our consultants.

Provincial Grants to municipality 
loosen the strings attached 


Grants totalling $60.1 mil- 
lion and made unconditional 
to municipalities as announ- 
ced in Friday's budget, are 
designed to help municipal- 
ities set their own priorities, 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dick Johnston told the legis- 
lature. Municipalities have 
been pressing for grants 
without strings attached. 

Three million dollars will 
go into a growth fund to aid 
municipalities whose growth 
rate is over two percent over 
the past two years. Normal 
growth is calculated at two 
percent over 1975-76 and any 
increase above that figure is 
considered extraordinary and 
receives a grant of $40 per 
capita, 

St. Albert will receive 
$188,650 extra on the special 
growth grant, plus the 10 
percent across-the-board in- 
crease in unconditional gr- 


Albert, including the

ants to municipalities this 
year. 

In addition to the growth 
factor grants a second special 
element in the municipal 
assistance is the removal of 
conditions from law enforce- 
ment grants to urban muni- 
cipalities. About $17.5 mill- 
ion in such grants will be 
disbursed to Alberta cities in 
1977. In addition various 
crime prevention programs 
will be funded directly by the 
Solicitor General's Depart- 
ment to an amount of 
$350,000, and a new subsidy 
of $30,000 will aid smaller 
police forces to send mem- 
bers for training courses at 
the Canadian Police College. 

This year law enforcement 
grants are not exemptea 
from the 10 percent restraint 
guidelines set by the govern- 
ment, and grants are in- 
creasing by eight percent 
across the board. 

Solicitor General Roy Far- 
ran expressed satisfaction 
with the law enforcement 
grant program which, since 
its inception in 1975, has 
seen grants increase drama- 
tically by 22 percent from the 
$12 million figure in 1975, 
Farran said he had respon- 
ded to the concerns of 
municipalities over local aut- 
onomy, but warned that he 
would be keeping a watchful 
eye on the policing situation 
throughout the province, and 
will ensure that the ratio in 


Edmonton and Calgary re- 
mains at 550:1. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dick Johnston pointed out in 
concluding his budget state- 
ment that, according to latest 
data available, the per capita 
provincial and local govern- 
ment spending in Alberta are 
the highest in Canada. Also, 
he said, the proportion of 
local government revenue 
derived from all grants is 
well’above the national aver- 
age.

Science Fair for Separate 
School District #6 in St. 
Albert. Full honours should 
go to the two teacher 
organizers, Lawrence Kena- 
kin and Pete Dukovac for a 
tremendous job done at 
Lorne Akins School. 

These following sugges- 
tions for improvement are 
mainly to enlist more comm- 
unity aid for such a large task 
for another year. This aid 
requires more time and 
money to spend on the 
Science Fair. 


First of all, I'd like to see 
the organizer of such a big 
affair have a day free of 
teaching in order to organize 
and direct the whole opera- 
tion. It’s a more professional 
and efficient way of opera- 
ting. 

More prize money, espe- 
cially for elementary exhi- 
bitors could be made avail- 
able by our school board. 
Eight dollars split between 
two hard working kids who 
won first prize seems in- 
significant. (It hardly pays 
expenses!). 


After noting that the 
judges were hard pressed to 
complete their task by 9:30 
p.m., and the children were 
quite weary by then, I'd 
suggest getting more judges 
so that no judge has to go 
over more than 10 exhibits.

Dust Bowl Days revisited 


The balmy weather ex- 
perienced in the province 
during last month was a boon 
to winter-weary residents, 
but farmers are viewing it 
with some forboding. 

Last fall's bumper crop, 
aided by ideal summer 
growing conditions, may not 
be repeated this year as the 
lack of substantial snowfall 
means that less water is 
being stored in the soil. 
Thus, seed planted in the 
spring will be dependent 
upon: rainfall. Rain after 
seeding is critical to the 
health of the crop. 

Although the citizenry 
might enjoy temperate wea- 
ther, it is cool wet conditions 
that are needed for crops. 
Weather that is too hot and 
dry will foster the growth of 
grasshoppers, the devasta- 
ting scourge of emerging 
crops. Luckily however, en- 
tomologists say that infes- 
tations of the pest are 
expected to be lower than in 
1976. This is due to the fact 
that last year’s cool weather 
delayed hatching. In addi- 
tion, disease in the grass- 
hopper population decreased 
their numbers. 

According to Dr, N. D. 
Holmes, head of crop ento- 
mology at the Lethbridge 
federal agricultural research 
station, the drop in grass- 
hoppers in 1976 ‘continues 
the decline that began after 
the peak in 1974,” 

He added that newly 
hatched grasshoppers will 
begin to appear in early May, 
which is the time to initiate 
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control measures. 

An entomologist at the 
federal research station at 
University of Saskatchewan, 
Stuart Gage, says the driér- 
than-usual winter has killed 
many fall-laid grasshopper 
eggs by drying them out, 
further reducing the prospect 
of infestation in 1977. 

In Manitoba, the only 
problem forseen is the possi- 
bility of a light infestation in 
the Red River Valley. 

Mr. Gage did predict 
however, that continuing dry 
weather throughout the year 
might result in a burgeoning 
grasshopper population in 
1978. He said the area to be 
watched this year is between 
the North and South Sask- 
atchewan Rivers from the 
Alberta Boundary easttoa 
north-south line through 
Swift Current and North 
Battleford. 


WEATHER PREDICTION 


The next five years will be 
dry, according to Ed Stashko, 
chief meteorologist with Al- 
berta’s forest service. He 
forecasts unprecedented low 
rainfall throughout Alberta 
during the next few years, 
based on yearly precipitation 
records, 

Mr. Stashko said he felt 
the possibility of dust bowl 
conditions is high. He 
estimated the Edmonton 
area will receive well below 
15 inches of precipitation this 
year, reaching a low of 11 
inches in 1978 or 1979, 

The prospect of large 


grasshopper populations br- 
ought on by the dry condi- 
tions has fired the search for 
a machine or machines that 
will harvest the insects live 
or kill them mechanically. 
Saskatchewan's Back the 
Farm Foundation has spon- 
sored a contest for the design 
of such a machine. The 
foundation, at Davidson, 
Sask., has had only one 
response so far, 

The competition was star- 
ted two years ago, on the 
heels of concern about the 
use of pesticide to control the 
insects. According to the 


foundation, there is a ready 
market in Japan for frozen 
grasshoppers, which after 
being prepared in a soya 
sauce-like liquid, are con- 
sidered a delicacy. 

Saskatchewan trade and 
commerce officials say the 
Japanese are interested in 
the province's grasshopper 
harvest as their supply from 
Korea is unstable. 

The foundation feels the 
lack of response to their 
contest in the last few years 
is due to the insignificant 
grasshopper populations du- 
ring the same period. 


Hike on fuel bills 


to be announced 


Albertans will know by the 
end of the week what amount 
of increase they can expect to 
find on their natural gas bills 
in the future. The 1977 
Support price for natural gas 
will be announced by Util- 
ities Minister Allan Warrack 
during his remarks on the 
budget speech later this 
week. 

Without knowing the sup- 
port price, a natural gas fuel 
bill cannot be calculated. 
Under the Natural Gas Price 
Protection Plan, the provin- 
cial government has subsi- 
dized the price of natural gas 
to consumers, in the amount 
of $700 million since the plan 
was initiated in 1973. 

The subsidized wellhead 
price to consumers has been 


56 cents per thousand cubic 
feet or MCF. 

However, since last fall, 
consumers have been warn- 
ed that the government could 
not continue providing sub- 
sidies at that rate because of 
significant increases in the 
negotiated price of gas. 
Albertans were advised to 
anticipate price hikes. 

Last Friday night, in his 
budget address, Provincial 
Treasurer Mery Leitch ann- 
ounced that the natural gas 
protection plan was being 
augmented by $35 million, to 
shield Albertans from the full 
affects of international gas 
prices. However, he made no 
mention of the extent of the 
support price hike. 


Cable cheats beware: 
the search is on ! 


Residents of St. Albert 
who make illicit use of cable- 
vision wires are advised that 
they can be prosecuted under 
the Criminal Code of Cana- 
da. Capital Cable TV has 
initiated a search for cable 
cheats, who tap the wires 
without paying. 

In a recent statement, 
Capital Cable President Ja- 
mes Shaw stated that the 
company was aware of the 
many thieves, and that they 
are using equipment to track 
down illegal users. 

“But searching out cable 
cheats costs money, and 
makes it more expensive for 
the people who buy our 
service,’’ said Mr. Shaw. He 
added that ‘‘many of our 


subscribers feel it is unfair 
that they should pay while 
others don't. Sometimes 
people even ring up and tell 
us that so-and-so is tapping 
the service illegally.”’ 

Mr. Shaw said it is not 
difficult for people to tap 
junction boxes in apartment 
blocks, or terminals outside 
their homes, 

‘People go out with their 
ladder, and they just climb 
up it and hook themselves 
in,’’ he said. ‘‘In apartment 
blocks we find people will 
connect up several apart- 
ments until they locate the 
terminal for their own."’ 

“You even find that one 
guy will take the service, 
then share the service and 
the payments with the house 


‘or apartment next door. 


That's illegal too."’ 

Said Mr Shaw: ‘‘We 
don’t want to criminalize 
people or anything. But 
people who take our service 
without paying for it are in 
effect stealing from us and 
from those that do. 

**So when we catch them, 
we take them to court. We 
have several cases pending 
at this moment. 

‘And I'd like to warn 
anybody who is taking the 
service illegally that they are 
committing a criminal off- 
ence under the Criminal 
Code of Canada.”’ 

He adds: ‘‘It seems 
strange that people would be 
prepared to risk being 
labelled a criminal for the 
mere $7 a month it costs for a 
cable connection."’ 


The Law and You 


The second in the libraries 
series was conducted by 
Heather Lamoureux, a lawy- 
er practicing with Shtobsky 
and Company in Edmonton. 

She introduced the meet- 
ing to the services available 
through the Family Court 
Conciliation Service. Here a 
councillor will help the 
couple to discuss their 
problem and see if a divorce 
or separation can be avoided. 
Although this is a free 
service, the couple must be 
referred to the service by a 
practicing lawyer. Most law- 
yers are in trying to prevent a 
divorce if at all possible. 

But, if a divorce is 
unavoidable, there comes the 
problem of dividing up the 
assets of the family, And as 
Mrs. Lamoureux points out, 
itis a problem. With so many 
women working, the trend is 
for the husbands salary to be 
used for the major pur- 
chases; house, boats, trailer, 
steroe, TV etc. The wife's 


salary tends to be used for 
groceries, household needs, 
day care, if children are 
involved, and so on. What 
this means in law is the wife 
has no claim on any of the 
goods. 

Her contribution to the 
family is not recognized. The 
fact without her work these 
other goods could not be; 
cuts no ice. Legally they 
belong to the husband. 
However, if the husband has 
ever said the itemis a gift, 
then it belongs to the wife. 
The opposite also applies, if 
the wife's salary pays for the 
major investments and they 
were purchased in her name, 
then she is the owner. 

One way out of the pro- 
blem, which has to be done 
before the marriage break- 
down, is to have a true 
joint-chequing account from 
which all bills and payments 
can be made. If the wife 
writes some of the cheques 
for the payments, it adds 


strength to the argument the 
goods were purchased in 
common. 

Mrs. Lamoureux then tra- 
ced the history of how a 
judicial separation and diy- 
orce would proceed. 

The visits to the lawyer, 
the visits to the court, and 
the aftermath, the judge- 
ments and awards, if any. 
She noted the courts have the 
last say in any financial 
arrangements which may 
have been made earlier by 
the parties if they see fit. She 
mentioned a case where the 
judge raised the child supp- 
ort payments before granting 
the divorce. His decision is 
final. 

When the amount is esta- 
blished, the husband must 
pay it. How to ensure the 
payments are resumed if 
they stop, by obtaining a 
court order, was explained.

4yr.extension for compensatory education 


A four year extension of 
the compensatory component 
of the Educational Oppor- 
tunities Fund was confirmed 
today by Education Minister 
Julian Koziak. Funding of 
two million dollars will be 
provided for the 1977-78 
school year. 

Nineteen school jurisdic- 
tions, most of them north of 
Edmonton, now operate 40 
compensatory projects rang- 
ing in size from $3,500 to 
$300,000 for the school year. 
All projects provide extra 
classroom assistance to equ-

mentally disadvantaged stu- 
dents. 

The programs provide 
reading resource rooms, nat- 
ive-speaking aides in pri- 
mary classrooms in some 
northern communities, and 
the special instructional ma- 
terials for individuals and 
small groups. 

“The external evaluation 
completed last summer con- 
cluded that ‘‘the initial three 
year experimental compen- 
satory education effort in the 
Province of Alberta has been 
a success,’’ Mr. Koziak said. 
“This is supported by find- 
ings in evaluations made 


annually within each pro- 
ject,’’ he continued. 

Eligibility of pupils for this 
program is based on a low 
achievement due to social, 
cultural and economic con- 
ditions. Projects starting this 
September will be expected 
to emphasize basic skills, 
particularly in the language 
arts. At the secondary school 
level, attention may also be 
given to personal and voca- 
tional skills and attitudes to 
prepare young people for 
adult life. 

To be eligible for com- 
pensatory funding, a school 
jurisdiction must have a 


per-pupil equalized assess- 
ment of less than $6,000. The 
provincial average of such 
assessments is approximat- 
ely $12,000. 

Inner city schools in 
Edmonton and Calgary with 
large concentrations of non- 
English speaking immigrant 
children and other pupils 
with learning deficiencies 
will have project support up 
to $500,000 per year. 

Details of the program 
policies and eligibility will be 
provided to all school sys- 
tems by the Educational 
Opportunities Fund office in 
the near future.

problems of community ser- 
vice and community devel- 
opment. This does not mean 
that schools are to be ‘‘all 
things to all people,’’ but 
rather to play a co-ordinating 
role for the communities, 
without making the concept 
too idealistic. 

Historically, the ingred- 
ients in community education 
have tended to develop from 
the regular educational pro- 
gram, to the use of facilities, 
to activities for school age 
children and adults, and 
finally to encompass com- 
munity involvement. 

After Community Educa- 
tion has been introduced into 
a district, there seems to be 
almost immediate and auto- 
matic development of Com- 
munity Education up to a 
point and then the growth 


slows down and some cases ,, 


terminates, somewhat short 
of the goals involved in true 
Community Education 

Real Community Educa- 
tion is a product of time. The 
definition of Community Ed- 
ucation for one community 
may not be the same for 
another district. To measure 
successful growth, a com- 
munity must look at what 


they have and the direction 
in which the community 
wants to move in developing 
the concept. There is no one 
plan of development which is 
appropriate for all comm- 
unities. Some communities 
may develop co-ordination of 
community involvement firs- 
t. Frequently, the use of 
facilities and activity pro- 


grams is the first to be 
implemented. In any event 
Community Education does 
occur in stages and 
composed of various elk 
ments. The ultimate goal is 
to achieve the total concept 
by developing all the factors 
and resources in a com 
munity.

Teen News & Views

The last time you read this 
column I briefly ran down a 
few thoughts on the vandal- 
ism and teen alcoholism 
concerns many communities 
are expressing. But let’s 
bring it home a little bit and 
discuss St. Albert and the 
community youth worker 
position, 

St. Albert isn’t much of a 
unique situation in that it 
does have a large youth 
population, except that they 
are slightly less mobile than 
their counterparts in Ed- 
monton. This compounds the 
situation somewhat in that 
youth are often identified as 
the *‘idle youth’’ because of 
their tendency to hang 
around shopping malls, par- 
ks, etc. So now, in St. Albert, 
a lot of the opportunities to 
go shopping, go to the 
billiard hall, see a movie or 
take advantage of the many 
large and well serviced parks 
in Edmonton are restricted. 
Hence the already idle youth 
have even more cause to be 
idle. With idleness can often 
come mischieviousness and 
things can often get carried

away. 

Partly because St. Albert 
is far behind in the develop- 
ment of parks and recreation 
facilities and because many 
of the teens who are 
vandalizing in the commu- 
nity wouldn't make that 
much use of the facilities 
anyway, another approach 
must be taken to recreation 
programming for this group. 

A lot of teens have the 
potential and desires to 
create their own forms of 
recreation, This is largely

teens have to be approached 
and frequently co-ordination 
and adult support has to be 
organized.

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HELP society providing essential services here 


With the increasingly im- 
personal nature of modern 
society, the everyday pro- 
blems of the individual are 
often ignored. Individual 
may be leading lives of quiet 
desperation within the con- 
fines of their homes, while 
Society carries on unaware. 
In St. Albert, however, 
assistance is available to 
make life easier for some, 
who through no fault of their 
own, are finding it hard to 
cope. The St. Albert Help 
Society extends a helping 
hand to mothers in desperate 
need of a day away from the 
never-ending demands of 
their young ones, to families 
floundering because the mo- 
ther is absent or unable to 
perform her duties, and to 
those who are too old or ill to 
feed themselves. The So- 
ciety's annual report has 
outlined these programs: 

The Mother's Day Out 
program is the current name 
of the Society's licenced day 
care organization. It is held 
in the United Church base- 
ment on Thursdays during 
the school year. 

The ultimate purpose for 
Mother's Day Out is to aid 
mothers suffering from str- 
ess, and those unable to 
afford a babysitter for a full 
day. The large number of 
young families in St. Albert 
make such an operation 


necessary. 

At present, the program 
utilizes the services of 59 
active volunteers who per- 
form general babysitting du- 
ties, assist in arts and crafts, 
and help prepare meals and 
snacks for the children. 

The small, non-structured 
day care service uses vol- 
unteers, as well as the Pastor 
and staff of the United 
Church, who lend their 
facilities free of charge. Thus 
the isolated mother can rest 
assured that her children are 
enjoying well-planned activi- 
ties with responsible care, 
while she takes advantage of 
a well-earned escape from 
her duties. This program is 
preventative in nature as it 
aids in diminishing family 
stress problems. 

In 1976, 770 children and 
207 mothers used the ser- 
vice. Each week there are 
seven volunteers working 
five hours a day over a 35 
week year. The cost to the 
client is $1.75 per child, $3 
per family of two children 
and $4 per family of three or 
more children.

HOMEMAKER SERVICE 


The most recurrent need in 


wr, 


St. Albert is for a ‘‘mother 
replacement,’’ when the 
mother cannot perform her 
duties due to absence, illness 
or other reasons. Similar 
services are provided for 
families without children, 
usually on a doctor's re- 
commendation for restricted 
activity following surgery. 
The services provided by this 
program include child care, 
meal preparation, laundry 
and housecleaning. 

This year the program has 
undergone some changes. A 
rise in St. Albert's popu- 
lation from 21,343 to 23,904 
has created an increased 
demand for service. How- 
ever, an improvement in the 
services available was poss- 
ible as aresult of updating 
wage scales, enabling an 
increase in homemaker staff. 
Although a 24-hour service 
for single parent families or 
families where the father's 
work takes him away from 
home is not available, the 
Family Service Association of 
Edmonton has been co-op- 
erative in lending their 
assistance wherever poss- 
ible. 

A change in the operation 
of the service occurred last 
June when it acquired office 
space from the Social Ser- 
vices Department at 20 Muir 
Drive. Thus the service is 
now more accessible to the

In 1976, the service aided 
100 families, giving 4,521 
hours of service. 


MEALS-ON-WHEELS 


The Meals-on-Wheels pr- 
oject, also sponsored by the 
Help Society, is a volunteer, 
non-profit organization de- 
signed to proyide hot, nour- 
ishing food to those who are 
unable to provide for them- 
selves because of mental or 
physical disability, including 
aging. 

The provision of meals is 
not the only purpose how- 
ever. The service makes 
other contacts with people in 
the community, especially 
the senior citizens, the 
handicapped and those re- 
cuperating from illness. This 
is done by providing meals 
once a week at the Senior 
Citizens Centre for an invited 
group. Entertainment and 
educational programs are 
provided, and a volunteer 
transportation program is 
available for those who need 
it.

During last year, a three- 
part program was developed. 
The first part involved the 
continuance of home delivery 
of food. The top fee per meal 
was increased to $1.50 with 
adjustments made according 
to the client's ability to pay. 
The second part involved an 
expansion of the service at 
the Senior Citizens Centre to 
include up to 20-22 meals 
once a week, A variety of 
entertaining and educational 
programs were arranged for 
the recipients. Helping with 
these programs were a home 
economist, a dental hyg- 
ienist, musicians, a physical 
education expert, Sturgeon 
Health Unit nurses, senior 
citizens giving armchair tra- 
velogues and other commun- 
ity workers. 

The last part of the 
program provided volunteers 
for some extra services such 


as driving Seniors to pro- 
grams at the centre and 
taking them shopping or to 
the bank. Volunteers visited 
the sick and handicapped 
and drove them to therapy 
sessions. They also assisted 
with the Swine Flu Program 
and with programs at the 
Senior Citizen Centre. The 
Society has emphasized in its 
report that volunteer drivers 
are urgently needed. To 
volunteer such services, ph- 
one 459-4756 or 459-7476. 

The Meals-on-Wheels pr- 
ogram has been supported 
by the Sturgeon General 
Hospital and the Youville 
Home. They have supplied 
the nutritious meals on alter- 
nate years, each one giving 
one year of free meals to help 
the program get started.

The hero takes what is at hand, something like a few iron 
nails or a few clean stones, puts them in a stewpot with a 
little water, places it over a fire, and begins to describe what 
a magnificent stew he is looking forward to. 

Naturally, he draws interest, for no one has ever heard of 
a stew made of these ingredients. As he stirs he suggests 
that the stew could be improved - with a few potatoes, 
perhaps, then someone brings a few. Carrots are good ina 
stew, he suggests. Carrots are brought. Then meat - several 
kinds are offered. Seasonings, and so forth, are mentioned 
until there is great enthusiasm for the goodness of the stew 
which the stranger is concocting. The happy ending is that 
everyone enjoys the stew together - which they have made 
together. 

Another story about stew originated in Bavaria, Germany, 
where a special ‘‘eintopf,’’ or one-dish meal, was reputedly 
created in the 18th century in the village of Schonberg, not 
far from both the Czechoslovakian and Austrian borders.

It was so successful that the community picnic stew 
became an annual event on June 16, St. Benno’s Day. 
Originally called ‘‘Buchelsteiner’’ for the hill where it was 
created, it is now called ‘‘Pichelsteiner'’ and has been 
adopted by many Germans as a one-dish, slow-cooking 
meal. In the authentic version a cup of beef marrow is 
divided between the top and bottom of the pot, and celeriac 
or celery root is an indispensable ingredient. Sometimes no 
liquid is added so that the vegetables and meat literally stew 
in their own juice, but in order to achieve this end, a very 
low heat must be maintained and no steam may be allowed 
to escape the pot. 

The Pichelsteiner is an ideal stew to adapt to modern 
crock cookery where low heat is electrically maintained and 
food steams all day long, if you don’t lift the lid. 

Here then is a modern version 6f the Bavarian stew called 
Pichelsteiner, to be made in a standard (about 3'2-quart) 
electric pot. 


BAVARIAN PICHELSTEINER STEW 


Cooking Oil 

% pound beef, in stew size pieces 
% pound pork, in stew-size pieces 
% pound of veal (or lamb) in stew-size pieces 
2 onions, medium size 

2 or 3 potatoes 

4 carrots 

1 celeriac, optional 

3 tablespoons finely chopped parsley 
Salt 

Pepper 

Paprika 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1 cup beef broth 


Heat a little oil in a skillet and quickly brown the meat on 
all sides. Meanwhile, pare the vegetables and slice them all 
in very thin slices. 

Spread a thin layer of oil over the bottom and sides of the 
pot. Add a layer of the meat, about one third, and sprinkle 
generously with salt, pepper, and paprika. Add a tablespoon 
of chopped parsley, then a layer of a third of each of the 
vegetables. 

Dot with butter or margarine. Start again with meat and 
seasonings, repeating these layers until the pot is full. Pour 
the beef broth over all and cover the pot. Set the control an 
the low setting of an electric crockery cooker and cook for 10 
to 12 hours.

FORT HEADACHES NOT FROM CARBON MONOXIDE 


A recent outbreak of headaches at the Pineview 
Sports-Plex in Fort Saskatchewan was caused by an 
unknown factor or combination of factors, according to a 
Public Health Inspector from the Leduc-Strathcona Health 
Unit. High carbon monoxide levels were said not to be the 
cause. 

The inspector pointed out the difficulty in determining the 
cause, as the health unit was not notified about the 
complaint at the time the headaches occurred, during a 
February hockey game. The blood tests necessary to 
determine the presence of carbon monoxide thus were not 
performed. He added that a number of factors could have 
been involved including ventilation, lighting, noise levels, 
paint fumes, psychological stress and excitement. 

Tests conducted over a week later revealed the ventilation 
system was operating efficiently in reducing CO levels. The 
inspector stated he was quite sure carbon monoxide was not 
the cause of the headaches. 

He explained that carbon monoxide attacks the circulatory 
system by combining with the hemoglobin in the blood. He 
said skaters are more susceptible because exercise

RATE HIKE IRKS LEDUC COUNCIL 


An irate Leduc town council agreed last Monday night to 
send a letter to the provincial government in protest against 


the approved 20 percent increase in the mill rate levied 
against municipalities for the Alberta Planning Fund. 

This year’s provincial spending guidelines for spending 
increases has been set at 10 percent. In light of this fact, 
Councillor Bob Guebert chastised the government for its 20 
percent increase. 

The new mill rate applies to municipalities with 
populations from 3,001 to 20,000. The new rate, for the 
planning fund, which serves the province’s municipalities, 
is .6 mills, up from .S mills in 1976. 

Leduc is being asked to pay $15,000 into the fund this 
year, as opposed to $8,500 in 1976. The increased amount is 
based on Leduc’s new assessment of $25.4 million, and 
amounts to a 79 percent increase.

ments show that Italimpianti 
SpA, AECL's partner in the 
Rio Tercero Project, paid out 
$2.5 million as its 50% share 
of the agent's *‘commission”’ 
in a series of eight payments 
between May, 1973, and 
January, 1975, writes Robert 
Hutchison from Genoa, Italy. 
AECL paid its $2.5 million, 
on Italimpianti’s instruct- 
ions, in one payment in 1974.

ENERGY SAVING DEVICE 
COULD SAVE A HOSPITAL 
$8,000 


An energy-saving electrical 
control device, first intro- 
duced at the University of 
Alberta Hospital last fall, is 
expected to save the hospital 
as much as $8 thousand this 
winter. The device, which 
was developed to control 
electricity to the hospital's 
one thousand outdoor park- 
ing stalls, is a combination of 
outdoor thermostats, relays 
ind timing equipment. 

The idea was first put on 
paper more than a year ago 
by A. T. Mohler, the 
hospital's director of physical 
plant. Realizing the need for 
more than just a timing 
device to control electricity to 
parking stalls, he developed 
and improved the system so 
that the flow of electricity 
would be activated on a time 
basis corresponding with 
outdoor temperatures.

Before the electrical con- 
trol device was introduced, 
power to the parking lots was 
on continually, leaving ve- 
hicles like ‘‘constant boiling 
kettles.’’ Now, vehicles can 
be left plugged in. But by 
controlling the energy flow, 
the power is only on for 
enough time to keep each 
vehicle block temperature at 
a level that gives it adequate 
heat. 

Temperature variations 
make it difficult to estimate 
the amount of energy saved, 
but it is anticipated that with 
an average of one thousand 
watts consumed by as many 
vehicles over a five month 
period, the electricity con- 
sumption can be reduced by 
as much as 60 percent. As 
Mr. Mohler puts it, ‘‘this 
give the hospital some 
means of dealing with the 
increasing cost of electri- 
city."’ 

It is expected that similar 
energy conservation systems 
will be adopted by others. 
Many firms responsible for 
large energized parking ar- 
eas have already expressed 
an interest in the system 
which the University Hos- 
pital has introduced.

Marr telegrammed the

“I'm not a Catholic,’’ he 
says, but I'm opposed to 
abortion, and moreover I 
believe the government does 
not have the right to advise 
against Catholic beliefs ..."’ 

[Residents of the St. Paul 
area of Alberta have also 
demanded Lalonde’s resig- 
nation on this issue, and on 
March 7th The Alliance for 
Life also called for the 
Minister's resignation “‘if he 
was unable or unwilling to 
reverse his department's fla- 
grantly pro-abortion polic- 
ies’’}. 

The Rev. Marr had a 
telephone call from Dr. 
Harold O. J. Brown, founder 
of the Christian Action 
Council, based in Washing- 
ton, D.C. in which Dr. Brown 
said ‘‘This proposal, if it 
were really intended to deal 
with genuinely medical ab- 
ortions, legal under Cana- 
dian law, would not be 
necessary.’’ Dr. Brown is a 
widely recognized author and 
opponent of easy abortion. 

He asks ‘‘Can it be 
motivated by a desire to 
duplicate in Canada the 
abortion-on-demand policies 
of the United States, and join 
forces with the U.S. Supreme 
Court in repudiating the 
Judeo-Christian _ principles 
and 2500 years of medical 
ethics as taught in the 
Hippocratic oath?’’

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claims, ‘‘Ms. Merrin was 
executive director of Planned 
Parenthood of Toronto when 
they began doing abortion 
referrals. Reportedly she is 
now vice president of the 
Canadian Association for the 
Repeal of Abortion Laws.

TAX DOLLARS 
MISAPPROPRIATED? 


The government, accord- 
ing to Rev. Marr is ‘‘mis- 
appropriating tax dollars to 
pay for brainwashing Cana- 
dians to accept immorality 
and godlessness.’’ He is 
considering encouraging self 
employed Canadians to 
withhold payment of their 
income tax, but admits he 
has not yet had time to 
consider all the legal and 
moral implications of ad- 
vocating breaking of the law 
by withholding tax. 

Mr. Marr said his concern 
over misappropriation of tax 
dollars has been festering for 
along time, and came toa 
head when he read that 
“Family Planning, which he 
reads most often as ‘‘abor- 
tion,”’ is to be included in the 
federal Health and Welfare 
Department's multi-media 
campaign on lifestyles and 
preventive health care. 

He continued ‘*When I 
read further that Marc La- 
londe said provincial family 
planning officials will be 
asked to appraise and dis- 
tribute curriculum guidelines 
for use in the schools, and 
that school boards should no 
longer reject family life 
education on the grounds 
that the material doesn’t 
coincide with their moral 
values, I really blew my cool. 
l authored the Petition for 
Better Schools which already 
had on it 8,000 Canadian and 
9,000 U.S. signatures, and 
calls for the government to 
get out of attempts to 
socialize the child through 
mind modification, see edu- 
cation and the whole bit!” 

In his telegram to Mr. 
Trudeau, Mr. Marr said that 
by refusing to request Mr. 
Lalonde’s resignation the 
Prime Minister would con- 
firm the suspicion already 
firmly engrained in the 
minds of millions of Cana- 
dian Christians, that he was 
bent on promoting the 
immorality and human de- 
gradation which will ulti- 
mately assure the disinte- 
gration of this country. 

“When homosexuality is 
condoned and respect for life 
deteriorates to the point that 
it is expendable,"’ the Bap- 
tist minister claims ‘*Society 
is in the last stages of 


disintegration. It appears we 
are just about at the 
precipice and Canada's heal- 
th minister seems determin- 
ed to give it a powerful 
shove.”’ 

Both Rev. Marr and Gwen 
Landolt, president of the 
Alliance For Life felt that Mr. 
Lalonde had not paid atten- 
tion to the Badgley Report. 
The minister can’t blame the 
report for the provincial 
clinics idea, said Rev. Marr. 

Gwen Landolt in her letter 
to Lalonde pointed out that, 
in his recent statement about 
what the government in- 
tended to do about the 
Badgley Report, only policies 
making abortions more easily 
accepted were given, while 
none of the serious abuses of 
the law were even men- 
tioned. 

She cited in particular his 
plans to pressure the pro- 
vinces into creating abortion 
clinics, thinly disguised as 
‘women’s clinics’; his in- 
tention of handing over large 
sums of money to affiliates of 
the notoriously pro-abortion 
Planned Parenthood Federa- 
tion of Canada, which is 
deeply involved with abort- 
ion referral; his hints that he 
intends to pressure hospitals 
into doing abortions even 
when it is offensive to the 
hospital and its staff; and his 
inclusion of abortion coun- 
selling as a ‘*family planning 
service,” She noted that this 
made nonsense of Mr. La- 
londe’s own statements that 
the government did not 
regard abortion as a birth 
control measure. 

She went on to point out 
that Mr. Lalonde had not 
discussed or proposed any 
remedies for the flagrant 
abuses of the law uncovered 
by the Badgley Report, in 
particular the fact that some 
hospitals rubber stamp abor- 
tion applications by accep- 
ting a fraudulent use of the 
term ‘‘danger to mental 
health.'’ Another problem 
uncovered by the report, the 
lack of protection rights of 
doctors and nurses who 
refused to do abortions, was 
similarly of no apparent 
concern to Mr. Lalonde. 
Finally, she noted that La- 
londe has made no statement 
indicating any intention on 
the part of the government to 
provide more support for 
women with problem preg- 
nancies who wish to carry 
their children to term. 

Said Mrs. Landolt, *‘In- 
stead of financial, social and 
psychological support wom- 
en are offered the cheap and 
dehumanizing ‘‘solution’’ of 
abortion. Is this the best that 
the Government can offer the 
women of Canada?"

Finding 
Spring Bass 


Bass are tough enough to 
find anytime, but in Spring a 
number of things occur which 
make it even more difficult to 
locate these popular gamefish. 

The ability to learn where 
the fish are, and what they are 
feeding upon, requires an 
understanding of what occurs 
to their habitat. 

The best way to learn this, 
say the fishing experts at Mer- 
cury outboards, is to observe 
what is happening to the body 
of water you intend to fish. 

Among the factors which 
affect Spring bass fishing are 
water level, water temperature 
and the presence of natural 
foods where they have been 
absent during winter. 

Many lakes experience a 
rising water level after a winter 
drawdown situation. Remem- 
ber that when a lake rises in 
Spring, bass will move from 
their restricted winter holding 
spots and scatter out over a 
wide area in search of food. 

You've got to fish a lot of 
water to locate them, and if the 
lake level continues to fluctuate 
the fish won't stay in any one 
place too long. 

The sun, Spring rains and 
snowmelt combine to change 
the water temperature in early 
months. And at times where 
there is warm water one day, it 
can be cold the next. So some 
idea of water temperatures in 
different areas is helpful in lo- 
cating bass. Their most active 
feeding occurs in water between 
50 and 70 degrees. 

As Spring arrives, and 
water temperatures change, the 
types of food available become 
numerous. Crayfish, both 
aquatic and airborne insects, 
and small gamefish now be- 
come an important part of a 
bass’ diet.

Maud, the eldest of 
the three children born at 
Bon Accord, was the first 
non-native baby born in 
Alberta north of the Sturgeon 
river. 

In 1919 Maud and her 
husband Peter Kowalski 
started their married life by 
taking over her father's 
farm. The house in which she 
was born was to be her home 
for the next 30 years, as she 
coped with the usual farm 
chores and their two children 
Nora and Stanley, 

In 1949 the pattern re- 
peated as Peter and Maud 
moved to Edmonton leaving 
the operation of the farm to 
Stanley and his bride Edith. 
Maud put her new found free 
time to use cultivating her 
life long interest in flowers 
and gardening. 

In later years after Peter's 
death in 1959 she continued 
her association with the Bon 
Accord district by attending 
annual church socials and 
assisting in the researching 
and writing of ‘‘Leaves of 
Yesteryear,"’ a history of the 
Bon Accord district. In 1971 
she was granted a life mem- 
bership in the Northern 
Alberta Pioneer and Old 
Timers Association. 

She is survived by her 
sister, Mrs. Ella Gibson, her 
son Stanley, daughter Nora 
Knowles, four grandchild- 
ren, Kevin and Tami Kowal- 
ski, Dale and Cindy Know- 
les.

Gibbon’s only shoemaker 


was excellent craftsman 


By Margarette J. Atkinson 

I write this short story 
about our only shoemaker 
Gibbons ever had. 

Iremember the day Mr. 
and Mrs. McQuest arrived at 
the town of Gibbons in the 
very early 1930s. 

It was insthe afternoon, 
shortly after the passenger 
train went up the line. My 
brothers Jim, Charlie, Rus- 
sell and John Bass and 
myself were walking down 
the road near the John 
Williams farm, which is 
located about a mile east of 
Gibbons. 

Suddenly a large covered 
wagon came into sight. 
Behind the wagon tied onto 
the back was a small black 
wood burning cook stove. 
Following the wagon, were 
two cows, a calf and an extra 
horse. 

High on the wagon, sata 
very tall slim man. Beside 
him sat a very dainty, small 
little woman, with a very fair, 
gentle looking face. 

Of course the excitement 
was so great. | remember 
turning to follow that wagon. 

They must have made 
arrangements beforehand, 
about their destination. 
However, they turned in at a 
barbed wire gate, leading 
into a trail through the bush, 
just east of the Williams 
place on the south side of the 
road. In that bush stood a 
small, but very snug cabin. 

I remained as Mr. John 
McQuest unhitched his team 
after lifting his tiny wife 
down to the soft grass. 

It was a beautiful day. | 
introduced myself politely 
and wished to help Mrs. 
McQuest settle in. The green 
leaves of the tall poplars, 
caused a cool, dappled shade 
around the cabin, 

Soon they settled down, in 
that cabin, which I very often 
visited after that. It became 
very homey, with geraniums 
blossoming in the tiny

windows and on the crude 
wood-table, over which was 
spread a pretty hand-em- 
broidered tablecloth 

In a later time, Mr 
McQuest found another pla- 
ce in the town of Gibbons. 


OPENED SHOP 


It was there he started his 
shoe and leather repairing 
shop. They had their living 
quarters in that shop as well. 
The back rooms, very cosily 
decorated by the tiny, quiet 
spoken, gentle English lady, 
Mrs. McQuest. 

They lived at Gibbons 
many years after that, be- 
coming involved in the many 
things happening around the 
community. But a better 
shoe and leather repairman 
could not be found to equal 
the talent. Mr. McQuest had. 

Thanks to his deft, strong 
fingers, many a boot became 
worthy again, to serve long 
and useful purposes. Chaps, 
worn by lads who had to ride 
horseback through the bush- 
es at times, got a tear in the 
tough leather. These, too 
were mended, as well as the 


leather bridles for horses, 
finer footwear of families, 
ladies high-heeled dancing 
shoes and small children's 
shoes, all were repaired on 
Mr. McQuest’s last 

Il remember having torn 
one of my best, patent 
leather Sunday School slipp- 
ers accidently, My tears were 
quickly dried, as with a wink 
and a twitch of his mustache, 
my shoe was quickly put to 
tights again. As I offered my 
dime, he smiled and said, 
**some day you can buy me 
an ice cream cone." 

There was no electricity in 
that ‘shoe repair’’ shop. He 
must have worked very hard 
and very late, with the light 
of his coal oil lamps only, to 
do the fine stitching in the 
leather work. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Me- 
Quest spent their remaining 
life at Gibbons. 

The tall, strong shoemaker 
was the only shoemaker 
Gibbons ever had. With the 
passing of John McQuest, 
and his gentle, little wife, an 
era had passed, but never 
the memories of them.
